Lowry was a young man building the foundation 
which has since elevated him to the twenty-eighth 
floor of Mather Tower, Chicago, as the leading lumi- 
nary of "Lowry Cartoons," he was assigned by a 
daily newspaper to cover Anna Held — who at that 
time had startled the theatre-going world into an 
ecstacy of interest over what Anna had to show 
them. 

Even that early in his experience, young Lowry 
sensed the fact that front position meant much in 
the business of life — and everything to a newspaper 
man. So it happened that when Miss Held emerged 
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from her dressing room to answer her cue on the 
stage, the course of events found Everett Lowry in 
what proved to be a key position* 

Around him there on the back stage was gathered 
a colorful group including besides another newspaper 
man, a large assemblage of enthusiastic admirers 
of Miss Held — each decorated with a high silk hat, 
nifty cane, buttonhole posy; each bearing a gorgeous 
bouquet with which he purposed garnishing the fair 
actress. Everyone of them frantic with desire to at- 
tract the admiration of the noted actress* 

The star's dressing room was high above the stage, 
with a steep steel ladder leading down. As Miss Held 
emerged from her dressing room, the scene below 
attracted her attention. 

For a moment she hesitated, a ravishing picture 

before the eyes of those 
below, her glittering cos- 
tume matched by the fire 
in her sparkling eyes, her 
hair modishly arranged in 
a soft crown of picturesque 
coiffure, her petite figure 
virile with eager pleasure, 
her tiny feet clad in high 
heeled slippers of gold.

quickly to the top of the steel steps, attention more 
upon the men below than upon the steep ladder-like 
stairway. 

To Lowry at the bottom of the ladder she seemed 
like an angelic figure emerging from the sky. 

Then she stepped impetuously down the ladder — 
and the thing happened! The high heel of one of 
her French slippers caught in the top step of the steel 
ladder, and she lost her balance. Her arms spread 
in a gesture of helplessness, with a shrill cry of dis- 
may she plunged head foremost toward the floor of 
the stage — the group watching below stupefied into 
an apathy of horror at what seemed certain death 
for the actress. 

"Well," Lowry said afterward, "I was right there, 
and there was nothing else to do but brace myself 
and catch her in my arms, place her on her feet — 
and send her on her way. 

"It all happened in the twinkling of an eye. Her 
cue was waiting on the stage. Hesitating only long 
enough to catch her breath and utter a word of 
grateful appreciation to me, she hurried before the 
footlights to her waiting public. 

"As I turned to leave, the expression of those 
admirers was a study in disappointment. Everyone 
of them would have given his right arm to have been 
in my position of opportunity when the accident 
happened. 

"Before Miss Held came off the stage I was gone, 
and did not meet her again for many years. During 
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the war when she returned to America from her 
work of cheering the soldiers in the hospitals of 
France, I met her in connection with the big drive 
in New York City for blinded French soldiers in 
which she was one of the entertainers. 

"Learning my identity, she insisted on giving a 
dinner in my honor — and there she related with 
warm gratitude the tale of how, years before, a young 
newspaper man had saved her little head from being 
dashed to oblivion on the hard surface of a stage 
floor."
